will be destructive only in certain re-. 


gions of the world. The, demonstra- 
tion will repeat itself with added in- 
tensity in the spring of 1928. In 
March, 1932, Mars will be in’ opposi- 
tion to Neptune and close to the earth, 
thus causing © grest.. electro-magnetio 
pressure upon’ the earth, particularly 
on the Atlantic seaboard of the Unit- 
ed States.. 

Miss Bart predicts that radio will 
be used in 1944 to prove the existence 
of inorganic and organic life on Mars. 
The use of radio waves also will brin: 
us nearer ‘to th® solutioa of the inys- 
tery of space, and this in turn will 
have an important bearing on the 
probability of the prolongation of hu- 
man life.

Household Helps. 


Burns—This is perhaps one of the 
most common accidents. If clothes. 
are on fire lie down and roll over. If 
someone else is or fire throw a rug 
or blanket over them. The immedi- 
ate seriousness, or a burn is the ex- 
tent cf the skin surface destroyed. 
‘Shock is the first thing to be consid- 
ered. Loosen all clothing; keep the 
patient quiet and in a recumbent po- 
sition rvith head lowered; apply heat 
give plenty of fresh air. When re- 
‘moving clothing be very careful so as 
not to breal: biisters if any.. Put on 
clean clothes wet in solution of. Bi- 
carbonate of Soda or Carron Oil (Car- 
ron Oil is a mixture of equal parts of 
Olive Oi! and’ Lime Water. . 

Wounds—1 irst control hemorrhage 
by direct pressure or by-~-gontroling:

bleeding point; if venous, control, if
